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MEMORANDUM: | 

A determined effort is being made.to create in Mexico a ivouble spot 
similar to Cuba. The Russian and Cuban Embassies, ex-President 
Lazaro Cardenas, the Popular Party, which was recently emboldened 
to call itself the Socialist party, and a small group of Communist agitators 
and sympathizers (unimportant in number: but influential) are strategically! 
located in labor unions, such as the railroad, oil, electrical, telephone i . g3 
and teachers unions, in the National University, the National Polytechnical 
Institute and the Normal Schools, and in government posts. These are 
the agents of this movement, which should be a matter of the deepest 
concern, not only to all Mexicans desirous of preserving freedom in our - 
country, but to the United States of America in view of the struggle for 
survival in which it is engaged against Russia and China. Its triumph : 
in Mexico would be disastrous because of this country's large population 
(35 million compared to Cuba's 7). Its long border with the United States, 
and extensive coastlines in the Pacific Ocean, the Gulf of Mexico and the - 
Crihbean Sea, and especially the prestige and leader ship it enjoys in other 
Latin American countries, where 105 exampie would bc Cecisiv ce ; 
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- Unfortunately, conditions in Mexico have deteriorated notably since the 
last 2 years of the Ruiz Cortines administration, which ended in the midst 
of dangerous strixes and widespead agitation. The administration in. | 
power since December 1958 has repressed violent outbursts and jailed - 
some of the more notorious leaders (lixe Vallejo, Campa and Alfaro : 

Siqueiros), but it has publicly supported ti e-Castro regime and has been: | . 
iess than lukewarm te efforts.on the part of other governments to deal d , 
with this menace. President Lopez Mateos has proclaimed that this 
, government is on "the extreme left'' and has followed up this statement 
‘ ' with several steps apparently aimed at the complete socialization of — 
economic life. In a country where the government already engages in 
practically every economic activity and exercises virtual control over 
mining, agriculture, industry, trade and banking, the steps to which 
reference is made, namely the extension of the oil monopoly to the heavy ' 
chemical industry, the acquisition of the third steel mill in importance to 
(the largest one was already owned by the government, while the second, __ 5S 4 
one is in private hands), and the nationalization of the electric power ~ 
industry by forcing the two most important companies to sell to the : 
government, have spelled out a clear pattern for a socialist organization 
. of the national life, in which private enterprise will be permitted to engage 
in activities of secondary importance under the over-all direction of the’ - 


government, ; 
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It is difficult to say whether the policy of the present administration 
is due to sympathy for the Cuban revolution and to socialist convictions 
on the part of the President and his principal advisers, or, as it has 
been widely believed, to fear of Cardenas and the supposedly progressive 
elements ‘who surround him. It is said that by his leftist pronouncements 
and socialistic measures, Lopez Mateos hopes to steal their banner and 
thus forestall the peril of a revolution aimed at substituting him with a 
more radical and anti~American figure. 
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So far the present social, economic and political trend has not aroused 
an opposition comparable to that which met the previous effort to communize 
Mexico, conducted from 1934 to 1910 when Cardenas was President. Many j — 
years of propaganda have confused intellectual leaders, the business 
community is afraid to protest, while many people admire or fear Russia | is 
or believe that socialism is an inevitable development, which it would be } 
foolish to resist. Also, the present movement is sxillfully combined with; 
appeals to nationalism and to the envy and resentment towara those wa: : 
are more deserving or have been "luckier" than the majority. ; 

In Mexico, as throughout the world, the Catholic Church has condemned 
Communism with clearness aad energy.. However, many of its elements { 
speak of capitalism and Communism as though they were twin evils and 
proclaim that the aim of true christians should be, not to eliminate the 
abuses and corre-ct the imperfections of the former, ‘but to substitute in’ 4 
its place a third system which they vaguely designate as “social justice" 
or the “social doctrine of the Church."' Since the existing social order inj 
Mexico as in the rest of Latin America with the exception of Cuba, is 
‘still based on the institutions of private property, freedom of enterprise { . 
and competition which are described as capitalism, in spite of.extensive | 
govexment interventionism and-invasion of many economic fields, this | 
attitude amounts in effect to a collaboration with the Communist and. — 
elements who are engaged in destroying it. This possibility does not 
seem to frighten the more vehement enemies of the existing organization, ; 
who go so far as to welcome the destruction of capitalism by Communism; 
and who claim that since this iniquitous system will be unable to ‘Burvive, j 
on the ruins, of both, Catholicism will prevail and inaugurate a new epoch, 
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Since the weakness of these arguments is so obvious, we shall merely 
point out, granting as we do, that capitalism, a free of market or con-. 
sumer's economy, is far from perfect, just as historically every great 

- social system has been, it is surely not necessary to destroy it in order 
to reform it, just asa ieee does not kill a patient before curing him 
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Moreover, it seems the height of folly to exchange a system under which oe 
the Church can.exist.and perform its appointed -functions, for another ?: ; ; 
which is professedly atheisticyand which tolerates religious practices i 

and ceremonies for tactical reasons, while it can suppress them completely, 

Finally, there is not the least assurance that the expectations of the people 

to whom we refer will be realized and that Com:nunism will be unable; 

to perpetuate itself. The Turks who captured Constantinople in 1453 still. Pag 
retain it, and while those responsible for the fall of the Byzantine Empire 

committed many blunders and even crimes, at least they did not incur in 

the supreme folly of welcoming the barbarians who were to substitute ; i 


the sign of islam ‘for that of the Cross. 


In view of the altendivve to which we refer at the beginning of this 
document, aimed at establishing in Mexico a second beachhead for. 
international Communism, we consider that it is not only convenient but. 
urgent and indispensable, that all those who are opposed to it should | 
emphzsize what they have in common instead of what divides us. Only 
by uniting our efforts and by working in.ciligently, ceterminedly and - 
tirelessly can we hope to defeat this implacable enemy, whose victory 
will mean. the end not only of capitalism but of civilization and religion. - 

As for the means and procedure for achieving the union to which we refer, 
we are not competent to give an opinion, and therefore limit ourselves 
to stating that we are willing to cooperate sincerely and wholeheartedly .

It has proved its willingness to establish true friendship 
to the United States through a spirit of true nationalism. 


At the present time the Communist organizations through Lazaro: -

refuge for these people to turn who would like to see the ineptitude, 
graft and moral corruption terminated.

Let us exalt the virtues of 
our heroes so that they :may serve as gxample to our youth. Let us 
stimulate man in his constant work, forever eliminating the "Saint 
Monday", Saturday's drunken feast, and spending salaries in centers 
of vice. Let us‘ proclaim the virtues of saving and ter: perance. 


Authentic nationalism must creat an atmosphere of peace, tran~ 
quility and trust to those foreign tourists‘that come to admire out 
natural beauties, to obrerve our.folklore and enjoy our climate. 


We must strive for an economic policy based on free enterprise 
and initiative, especially of consumers. 


We must encourage the trust of the national investor so that his 
investment may originate the general improvement of the masses of 
workers, and constant and new sources of work for those who have just 
become of age to work. We must avoid tne sau exodus of our "braceros", 
which constitutes a painful national drain. 


Let us stimulate the rational and scientific exploitation of our natural 
resources, eliminating the absurd notion to keep them intact. ? 


We should create an atmosphere of trust in our work. The union of 
Mexicans through authentic nationalism must create a peaceful atmosphere 
thet will prevent demonstration and acts of violence that subversive 
elements of society incite for their own purposes. ‘Let us fight to dignify - 
public administration, honesty in handling money, do away with politician- 
millionaires who. have stolen.the money fromthe nation and shamelessly .. 
brag of it. 


‘Let us eliminate forever the hateful and shameful custom of the 
"mordida" and the "tortuguismo" in public offices,. of “aviadores" who 
enjoy privileges and salaries not earned. Let us try to make true a 
clean and quick administration of justice, giving it cleanliness and aignity 
to the court houses. : : . 


Authentic nationalism fights misery in all its manifestations and 
considers that to do away with it, it isn't enough to have demagogic 
promises; we must have indispensible ele.«:nts of investment for the 
creation of a clean and coordinated industrialization complemented 
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by a sound and mechanized agriculture, without artificial obstacles. 
to prevent the natural development of those who have the will to work. 
and advance, 
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Authentic nationalism f!xhts for a clean economic policy. that will 
- prevent inflation and the depreciation of our money, that will look for 
natural unforced equilibrium of ad and imports, through stimulation, . 
not prohibition. 
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Genuine nationalism must be made up by each and every. Mexican 
; listening to the legitimate opinion of each and every one for the better 
: knowledge of the problems and the better solution. 


It would be an unending task to continue to ennumerate what it means 
to have authentic nationalism. Let us say that it is an inner feeling 
: that must occupy a place of honor in the hearts of all Mexicans in order 
to get a balancea d-velopment, physica: and spiriiwai fur ue cealization 
of his high duty, his economic prosperity to erase misery. In synthesis, 
nationalism is a national doctrine lacxing in demagogy and mysticism, 
: : which places its hope in the future of a Mexico that is quickly growing 
\ and must occupy a dignified place among the more civilized countries. 
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Our main objective is to fight for everything that is good, healthy, 
for all virtues, and against everything that is bad, sickly, and against tay 
all the vices that we still have. This campaign of national improvement. ; : 
for a better, cleaner, and bigger Mexico is an important obligation of 
all Mexicans. . 
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WE INVITE YOU, AUTHENTIC MEXICAN, to join us in this struggle. 
Your presence in our ranks will be weicomed wiia the future pleasure of 
history. Let us cooperate in making the history of Mexico and the future 
of our children. Let us fulfill the duty we acquired when we were born, . 
to work intensely for ourselves, for our fellow beings, and for our beloved.
